Railroad construction in Texas last year reach­ 
ed the lowest ebb in forty years, only 19.5 miles of 
new track having been laid. 
The fear has been 
expressed by some citizens that the record of the 
present year will be worse; that probably not more 
than 1.95 miles of new track will be laid. 
In the last quarter of a century Texas has had 
to look almost entirely to existing railroad com­ 
panies, to the big systems chiefly, for new lines, ex­ 
tensions, etc. 
And now the big systems have ceas­ 
ed construction, for one thing because, they say, the 
state is not treating them fairly as to rates and rev­ 
enues. 
In this quarter of a century, as before, there 
always have been citizens of Texas willing to con­ 
struct needed railroads, to provide a part of the 
necessary capital; but, with rare exceptions, they 
have not been able to execute their plans. 
This condition exists because the law of the 
state, as interpreted and in practice, make it prae 
ticaily impossible for independent railroad promo­ 
ters to finance construction. 
The big railroad sys­ 
tems, covering many states, are able to finance the
